For the first half of the year we j 


have to charge her unusual restless- I 
ness with 48,900 lives through volcanic ' 
eruptions and earthquakes. Her tor- 
nadoes have hurled 465 human beings 
out of existence, and cyclones have 
added 240 more to the list, while ' 
other storms in great numbers, but of 
less dignity in name, have plated 720 
to the direct account of violent winds. 
Floods have swept 3-15 persons from 
life, tidnl waves have drowned 110 
and waterspouts have destroyed 15. 


To all of this we must add 2S3 lives 


charged to the destructive fcrc-e of 
avalanches and snow slides, and we 
bare a total of 51,078; an astounding 
mortality from tbese fierce agencies 
of destruction In one-half of a year. 


Minerals in England. 


A blue book has just been issued giv- 


ing the statistics of the persons em- 
ployed, the output and the accidents In 
the mines of Great Britain for the year 
1S01. It appears from the statistics 
that the total number of persons em- 
ployed in and about the mines of the 
United Kingdom was S39.17S. Com- 
pared with 1901 there is an increase of 
26.683 persons at the coal mines and a 
decrease of 2.022 persons at metalifer- 
ous mines. The output of minerals at 
the coal mines was 231.343.224 tons, of 
which 219.037.240 were coal, and the 
balance was fireclay, ironstone, shale 
and sundry minerals. 
Adding 9.705 


tons which come from ouen quarries 
the total cutout of coal for the year 
was 219.046.945 tons, and this is a de- 
crease of 6.T34.355 tons. 


The Medal of Honor. 


The much coveted raedal of honor 


bestowed on officers and enlisted men 
of the ariny for exceptional acts of 
personal heroism. Is a five-pointed star 
of bronze, tipped with trefoil, each 
point containing: a crown of laurel and 
oak. 
In the centre, within a circle 


of thirty-four stars. America personi- 
fied as Minerva, stands with her left 
hand resting on tbe fasces, while with 
her right. In which she holds a shield 
emblazoned with the American arms, 
she repulses discord, represented by 
two snakes in each hand. The whole 
is suspended by a trophy of 
two 


crossed cannons, balls and a sword 
surmounted by tbe American eagle.— 
Washington Star. 


Telephone Fire Guard. 


Novel and up to date is the method 


of bridhag the fire monster when he 
goes forth to devour a feast of forest 
that is in use in the San Gabriel forest 
reserve, in California. This is a chain 
of 50 telephone stations about tee re- 
serve, for the special purpose of giv- 
ing warning If a fire should break oat 
In the woods. In addition a patrol of 
25 rangers are on guard. They carry 
portable phones, with which in a. sud- 
den emergency they can cut ia on &'• 
nearest wire and so save valuable time, 
which would otherwise be wasted In 
3re^.c-hing the station. This somewhat 
expensive scheme was put into execu- 
tion by the electric and irrigation com- 
panies, who control the water and 
wood facilities along the San Gabriel 
river.

For many years the supply of gutta 


percha, used chiefiy for electrical insu- 
lation, particularly of submarine ca- 
bles, for which purpose it is indispen- 
sable, has been growing beautifully 
less. Until very recently no new field 
of exploitation had been discovered. It 
appears, however, according to recent 
reports, that Para and the Amazon 
River, the home of India rubber, are 
central to large forests of the balata 
tree, from which gutta percha is de- 
rived. A report made by an expert 
who recently visited this district as- 
serts that the gntta percha industry 
can be made to rival that of the rub- 
ber trade. Vast areas of virgin forests 
are to be found growing on the Purus 
and Acre rivers and other tributaries 
of the Upper Amazon. The method of 
bleeding the balata tree is entirely dif- 
ferent from that used in extracting the 
milk of the rubber tree, but the supply 
is greater per tree. It takes an expert 
to properly bleed the balata so that it 
will yield the desired gum. but a com- 
petent man can prepare from forty to 
fifty pounds per day.

MOSQUiTO'S COLOR SENSE. 


fntere«tiuc and Useful Di«coverj of Its 


Preferences and Aversions. 


It has been known for some time that 


animals have for the diverse colors of 
the spectrum very different tastes, the 
infusoria testifying a marked predi- 
lection for certain colors, while for 
others they have antipathy. 
When 


these creatures are at liberty to place 
themselves at points lit by different 
colored glass, they accumulate in ranks 
pressed against certain of the panes of 
glass, whilst the other panes are neg- 
lected more or less. 


Mosquitoes are not an exception to 


this rule, for these insects like certain 
colors and dread others; at least, this 
is the evidence of recent experiments. 
Several boxes were prepared which 
had been lined on the inside with stuffs 
of different colors, the mosquitoes be- 
ing free to enter each of these boxec, 
to remain or to leave them, and to in- 
stall themselves wherever It was agree- 
able. At the end of a certain time, 
when all of the mosquitoes had made 
their choice, when each had entered in 
one or the other of the boxes, the popu- 
lation contained in each was counted 
and it is stated that the insects showed 
a marked prediction for the dark 
colors, especially for dark blue. On 
the other hand, there was not one mos- 
quito found in the box finished in yel- 
low, and thus it is indicated that to 
protect one's self from these insects 
it is only necessary to wear khaki or 
any yellow stuff, and to prepare boxes 
lined with blue in order to capture 
them.

Drum heads and banjo heads are 


made very carefully, indeed, and not a 
little skill is required to produce a 
smooth, even, unbroken skin. The 
drum and banjo heads are all made 
from skins. Calfskin is the best mate- 
rial, but sheepskin is good. 


The hides come by rail to the factory 


m great bundles. They are exactly as 
when taken from the carcass, except 
that they have been pickled in salt On 
receipt at the factory the hides are 
thrown into a small pond beside the 
building, and left there to soak in run- 
ning water until all the salt is washed 
out. This takes a long time. After 
being freshened the hides are thrown 
over frames and "broken." The bits of 
flesh remaining on the hides are re- 
moved, and the skin is then soft and 
pliable. 


The hide is next put in a vat with 


lime and left there for about two 
n-eeks. This loosens the hair, which 
is 
scraped off. Then 
the skin is 


stretched tight on a frame and shaved 
on both sides. Another bath in a vat 
gives the skin a transparent effect and 
puts it in apple-pie order. Once more 
the skin is stretched out on the frames, 
and if any finishing touches are needed 
they are given. 
After being cut in 


shape it is ready for the market.

It not only does'con- 
siderab'e damage as a grub, but the 
beetle forages at night and attacks 
buds and tender plants.

The Cotswold sheep possesses large 


frame and long fleece, but it is not 
suitable for farmers where the pas- 
tures are not of the best quality. The 
-leriaos, when used for crossing, do 
cct increase in size, although the grade 
of wooi is better. The Southdown is 
best for use on common flocks, as it 
is bred for mutton in preference to 
wool. and. being hardy and active, the

Trades, nor is it deficient in quantity 
js compared with common stock, but 
iauc-ii above the average. Their excel- 
lence is in the superiority of the mut- 
ton, aud in that respect they have 119 
superiors. 


Handling a Kicker. 


A vrnter in the National Stockman 


cives this method of handling a kick- 
ing horse: Put on him a strong surcin- 
gle and crupper. Have one ring where 
the check hook coxn-es and one eight 
inches lower on the right side. Xow 
run a strap from the lower ring to the 
crupper about where the hip strap 
passes through. Now take a five- 
eighths inch rope fifteen feet long, 
fasten it to the ring at the check and 
then hook through the ring in the hal- 
ter and back through the lower ring in 
the surcingle. Strap up his left fore 
foot. This should be done in a straw 
yard. Nov.- you have him ready. Take 
your rope and go ahead of him a few 
feet, a little to the right, and begin to 
puli. Hold him steady and let him 
tight this hard, but keep drawing his 
head to his side, and he will go down 
to the ground. Now you have him 
where you want him. Keep him there 
until he gives up, if it takes all day. 
Show birn you can handle him. 


ij; Hens' 


Tbis sketch shows a good plan of ar- 


ranging hens' nests where the breeds 
kept are small, such as leghorns, but 
when, very large breeds are kept it may 


sometimes happen that the birds Trill 
break the eggs by jumping down on 
them. It is made from one-inch boards 
and is twelve inches high in front by 
eighteen inches on the back, and from 
fourteen to sixteen Inches wide, ac- 
cording to the size of the breed kept. 
It is parted off into small rooms, four- 
teen by sixteen inches, and it may be 
made into any length desired. The 
cover is hinged on at the back with a 
leather strap fastened to the front side 
of the cover to lift it up when desired 
to clean and put in new straw. The 
circular openings in the cover to admit 
the hens are made eight inches in dia- 
meter for small breeds and ten or 
twelve inches for large breeds.—L. Ol- 
sen, in The Epitomist. 


Clean Stable*. 


The importance if giving the cow 


stable a thorough renovating cannot 
be over estimated. 
This should be 


done at least twice a year—spring and 
fall. The floor, walls and ceiling 
should be cleaned in such a manner 
as to leave no dust or dirt or persist- 
ent bad odor clinging about the apart- 
ment. It is well known that flavor 
plays a most important part in the qual- 
ity of nil dairy products, and for this 
reason great care should be taken 
in keening the stables clean and pure, 
especially during winter, when making 
butter. 


There are altogether too many cow 


bares that smell more like manure 
barns than anything else. After a cow 
stable has once been put in order it 
oaly takes a. small amount of labor 
and time to keep it so, and the result 
is yon have clean, heaithy cows, pure 
milk and more of it than if tbe apart- 
ments were allowed to remain in the 
filthy condition in which so many of 
them are kept. There are many cow 
stables that were built years ago. 
which are narrow and low and poorly 
fitted up for keeping dairy cows in 
These, of course, are not so easily kept 
clean and sweet as the stables built 
on modern plans.—V. M. Couch, In 
Ohio Farmer. 


VILLAGE. LIFE. 


Wrought by Telephones. Trolley 
Car* and Mail Deliver*. 


Telephones, rural mail routes, inter- 


urban and trolley lines have had the 
effect, it is said, of making small vil- 
lages more quiet than formerly. A lit 
tie cross-roads settlement, with a gen- 
eral store, a postofflce, a blacksmith 
shop and a doctor's office as its chief 
business establishments, is not at anj 
time a very lively centre, but the com- 
ing and going of the persons with af 
fairs to transact at these places creatt 
whatever stir there is, and at tiuiei 
bring about the appearance of consid- 
erable activity. 
But ntfw that the 


farm telephone has come into use its 
owner does not "hitch up" and go to 
the village as formerly to do his er- 
rands. 
He telephones to the store- 


keeper his order for goods and asks 
him to send them out by trolley or by 
the first man traveling that way: he 
consults the doctor ov<-r *he telephone, 
and talks with his friends in tbe vil- 
lage in the same way. 


The mail is brought to his gate, and 


thus relieves him of the necessity of a 
daily trip. His relations with the 
blacksmith remain unchanged, for no 
nray has yet been devised whereby that 
useful personage can shoe a horse or 
mend a wagon without having horse 
and vehicle present. But these needs 
are not of daily occurrence, and so it 
happens that the little street or open 
square which was wont to seem almost 
crowded with horses and vehicles at 
certain hours every day or on certain 
days in tbe week now often wears a 
deserted look, and the residents ur* 
conscious of a sense of loneliness. They 
say, too, that when once a man get* 
on a trolley car with intent to make a 
purchase he passes by the little country 
store and goes to a larger town, and 
that this is particularly true of his 
wife or daughter on similar errand. 
All this is a natural but rather curious 
development following the extended 
use of modern conveniences, and what 
remedy the village has is not plain. 
Its only hope is apparently to establish 
attractions of a social or educational 
nature that will offset the loss in other 
directions and will draw 
its rural 


neighbors there for amusement and en- 
tertainment.—Indianapolis Journal.

It is consevatively estimated that 
"Boss" A. R. Shepherd, whose death 
occurred at his home in the mining 
camp of Batopilas, Chihuahua, Mexico, 
left a fortune of about $6,000.000. Most 
of this is in the shape of dividend-pay- 
ing mining stocks and in mining prop- 
erties which he owned individually. He 
made all his fortune in the 19 years 
that he had resided in Mexico. 
Bato- 
pilas, where he made his home, is sit- 
uated in the heart of the Sierra Mad- 
res, more than 200 miles from railway 
communication.

tween Chihuahua and Batopilas. 
It is 


over this narrow trail that millions of 
dollars of bullion have been brought 
from the mines and a vast tonnage of 
mining machinery taken into the dis- 
tant camp, all on the uacks of burros. 
A few years ago "Boss" bhepherd had 
a piano brought from New York, and 
shipped on the backs of burros in 
pieces to Batopilas. where the Instru- 
ment was put together and played in 
his home. 
He had many exciting ex- 


periences during his long resdence in 
the wilds of Mexico. 
Only a short 


time ago his life was attempted by a 
Mexican, who shot at him at close 
range. 


With White Feet.
